On 
6th March, 1905, plaintiffs entered into a con- 
tract with the defendant firm, for the sale and 
delivery to the plaintiffs of 62 packages of best 
hand- +picked’ No, 1 Llua: ribbon hemp guany 
bays, each package containing 2 5, 

price of $22.20 per 10> bags,‘that isto say, 
altogether 12,coo bags at the price (includ. 
, ing certain customary charges) of $2,667.53. It 
was furtheragreed that the defeodant firm should 
deliver the: goods 'to,the Yee Tai Chan firme }: 
forwarding agents, for shipment: to the plain- 
tiffs at Newchwang. On the same day the 
defendants delivered to the Yee Tai Chan firm 
six:y packages in pretended performance of 
the contract, and the same were shipped to 
Newchwang. “The plaintifis paid to the defen. 
dant frm $2,667.53 the price as aforesaid, On: 
| opening the packages in Newchwang it was 
found that they did not contain such bags ‘as 
were specified in:the contract, but bags of a 
different and inferior description, useless to the 
plaintiffs, The pluintifis thereupon informed 
the défendant firm that they declined to accept 
the said packages, which they re-shipped ‘to, 
Hongkong, and called upon the _ plaimiffs | 
firm to receive. The plaintifis have suffered 
damage by the breach of contract ‘according 
to -paticulars appearing in the<claitn, to}. 
the extent of $5,177.21;, and they ther fore 
prayed judgment for ‘that amount, ‘s 
costs and further relief against the defendants, 
The agreement for delivery of the goods to 
Yee Tai Chan was a verbal agreement made |. 
between the plaintiff's agent, Mok Shek. Tsun 
and the defencants. dhe goods arrived -in 
Newchwang on or about Ist April, 1995. Two 
biles were returned to Hongkong gn oruh 
May, and the balance on the 8h’ July, 1905 
The majority of, the bags were’ old, tom, 
broken, and not best No, t hand-picked blue 
tibbon chemp bays; By written notice tothe 
defendant's solicitor on iBth April, and by 
-vetbal notice to the defendants shortly after 
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defendants were informed of the position of. 
‘affairs, . On 23rd November, 1gos, the goods 
were sold by public auction, due notice being 
given to the détehdants. A survey’ was called 
and two of the.bales were opened and they 
were found n: t to contain the qual-ty ‘of- bags 
contsacted for, and so further bales, each con. 
taining 200 bags were then opened, and they 
all contained inferior bags, and it was by 
reason of this breach of contract on the part of 
defendants that the damage had been sustained 
as stated by the plaintifis, 

Far the defence Leung Tak said he traded 
under the'name ofthe Tak Shing Lung firm, 
and had no partners, ard he denied that 
any ‘agreement for sale and delivery . of 
the sixty packages of, gunny bigs was.made 
onthe 6th March, for delivery of the. anme to 
the Yee Tat Chan firm for forwarding to 
‘the plaintiffs at Newchwany, but theyventered 
inte a contract un ‘aqth February, 1995 to sell 
and defiver 1o the plaintiffs in Hoy kong, 
12,000 good hand-picked No.-1 bluc%sibbon 
gunny bags at the price of $22.20 per too bigs. 
On the 6th March, t90:, 62,000 bigs of the 
quality and description contracted for’ were 
packed by the direction and under the supervi- 
sion ofthe plaintiffs i iuto'six y packages and on 
the following day 1emoved by the plaintiffs from 
the premises of the defendant ficm, and they 
were accepted by the plaintiffs in fal¢iment of 
ihe said contract, The siid 6) packages were 
not delivered by the defendant firm to! the 
Yee Tai Chan firm. and the defendants do not 
know that the same were Sh’pped ia New: 
chwany. On the t4th March, the: plaintiffs 
paid 10 the defendants $1,000, and on 
48th March $300, on account of ‘the said 
price of $2,667.33: but neglected and tefused 
to pay ‘the balance of $257.33, and on ‘the 
zoth May, 1995 the’ defendam Leung Tak 
commenced action in the Summary Juris- 
diction Court to recover the said sum of $267.33
